DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figures 1 and 2 should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art— 
because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected 
drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should 
be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as 
not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manneT in which the invention was made. 
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3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA) in view of Allee, US Patent 2,557,716. As 
shown in figures 1 and 2, and as disclosed in applicant's specification under the 
description of related art, AAPA discloses the claimed invention except for an 
insert blade inwardly projected from horizontal center lines of inside portions of 
both the mount part and the insert part, the insert blade being circumferentially 
inserted into an outer circumferential surface of the first joint unit, as claimed. 

Allee teaches the general concept of an insert blade with blade part 15, for a 
general hinge construction, for the purpose of preventing the pinching of a person's 
hand or fingers. It would have been obvious to have modified the device of AAPA 
to include such a modification, for the purpose of preventing pinching of a 
person's hand or fingers. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
art or record fails to teach nor fairly suggest a hinge safety unit in the entire 
claimed combination, including a mount hole provided at a predetermined portion 
of a first joint unit to be disposed under a first stop shoulder; and a mount rod 
provided at a predetermined position of the mount part to be fitted into the mount 
hole, as claimed.
